Staley's History. 


In the last issue of the New York Clip- 
er appeared a portrait and the following 
rief history of Harry Staley, the ball 
ilayer who has given Decatur fame on 
the diamond: 


Harry E. Staley is a very promising 


young pitcher. He is about 23 years of 
age, and first played professionally in 
iH85, when he pitched for the Decatur 
:lub. The season of 1886 found him fill- 
.iig the same position for the Springfield 
club, and m 1S87 he was again with the 
Decatur team. He commenced the sea- 
son of 1837 pitching for the St. Louis 
Whites of the Western association. He 
remained with that team until Von der 
Ahe was about to disband the club, 
when the services of he and Buckley, of 
the same team, were sold to the Pitts- 
burg club of the National League. He 
remained with the Pittsburgs through- 
out the past two seasons, and did excel- 
lent work m the pitcher's box, his most 
notable feat being the retiring of the In- 
dianapolis team for a solitary safe hit 
July 128, 1888. He always enters into a 
game with a determination to win, and 
he does not give up hope until the con- 
test terminates. His work in the pitch- 
er's box during the last two seasons was 
of the highest order, and he expects to 
do still better next year. In 1888 he 
ranked fourth in point of effectiveness of 
the twenty-six pitchers of the National 
League, and he was up among the leaders 
during the past season, altuough he had 
pitched on more championship games 
than any other pitcher of the National 
.League' except (Jlarkson. He hails from 
Springfield, HI.

MONEY TO LOAN 


A SUDDEN SUMMONS. 


Quick Death of William M. Boyd 


in the Bank Sunday. 


The Particulars-Verdict at the Inquest-Mr. 


Boytl's Life in Decatur. 


Sunday forenoon at 10:30 o'clock the 


community was bhocked beyond express- 
ion to learn that Mr. William M. Boyd, 
member of the banking firm of Pedde- 
cord, Burrows & Co., had died suddenly 
and alone in the main part of the bank. 
At about 10:30 John Prestley, one of the 
book-keepers, discovered the body lifeless 
on the floor. Mr. Prestley immediately 
summoned Dr. E. W. Moore to the bank 
and then hastened to inform the mem- 
bers of the firm of the distressing discov- 
ery. In a few minutes the interior of the 
bank, back and front, was partly filled 
with the many friends of the deceased, 
and around the bank on the outside scores 
of people gathered to discuss the depart- 
ed and inquire as to the manner of his 
death. 


It was learned that Mr. Boyd, who had 


been in poor health for a number of 
years, and only a few months a«o was 
alarmingly ill at his home, but had part- 
ly regained his former strength, had left 
his residence Sunday forenoon in com- 
pany with his family on their way to the 
services at St. John's Episcopal church. 
At the Christian church coraer Mr. Boyd 
separated from his family iu good spirits, 
for the last time, and came down Main 
street. On tlw way he met B. 0. Me- 
Reynolds at the Irwin drug store corner 
and chatted with him for a few min- 
utes and next in front of the cigar store, 
he engaged in pleasant conversation with 
M. E. Schroeder, making inquiries as to 
his health. 
Mr. Boyd appeared to be 


looking well and seemed to be in better 
health than usual. He passed on toward 
the bank, and on the corner of Water an 
South Park streets he met Mr. L. Bur- 
rows, with whom he conversed for a few 
minutes. Mr. Burrows had just been in 
the bank and had left to go to St. John's 
church. 
Mr. Boyd then entered the 


bank. There was no one in the bank ex 
cept Mr, Boyd. He was seen inside alone 
by John Kline, who passed along in front 
of the plate glass windows and nodded to 
the banker, who was walking about in 
the room, and returned the salutation o 
his acquaintance. That was the last timf 
Mr. Boyd was seen alive. 
It is custom 


ary for the members of the bank ami thi 
book-keepers to visit the bank on Sun 
day mornings and John Prestley came t 
the bank at about 10:30 o'clock. 
He en 


tered by the Park street door and passec 
around the vault into the consultation 
room, opening the partition door near th 
side entrance. On the floor, close to Mr 
Boyd's desk, and near the shoe-blackin 
case, the young book-keeper was shockei 
to find the dead body of Mr. Boyd. 
T 


all appearances Mr. Boyd had been 
brushing the dust off his shoes and while 
leaning over to use the brush, the sum- 
mons came and he fell over on the floor 
and expired. Apoplexy, or cerebral hem- 
orrhage, was the cause of death. 


THE INQUEST. 


As soon utter the finding of the body 


as possible, in compliance with the sug- 
gestions of friends, Coroner Bendure ar- 
ranged for the inquest, which was held

He was

e-elected for another term in 1871. 
He 


was married to Miss Jennie Rhodes in 
867. She survives him with two (laugh- 
ers. A son died in 1871 while the family 
were visiting in Virginia. 


Mr. Boyd was a quiet man, much at- 
ached to hie family and his friends, and 
njoyed the confidence of the community 
o an unusual degree. He was the soul 


if honor, and all who knew him placed 
he most implicit faith in everything he 
aid. He was a most indulgent husband 
md father, and none prized him more 
highly than those who knew him best— 
lis bereaved widow and daughters. 
He 


was a man of the utmost purity in his 
habits, and no one had a greater con- 
tempt than he for the rough side of hu- 
man nature—the coarseness which seems 
to crop out in so many men. He was as 
gentle as a woman, as modest as a maid- 
en. In his official capacity he was as ac- 
commodating and obliging as it was pos- 
sible for any public officer to be, and 
therefore he was unusually popular, a 
'act that was proven by his election in a 
county politically opposed to him. 


For a number of years Mr, B.yd has 


been in feeble health, and has spent 
much time in travel in the vain hope of 
recuperation. He had made a couple of 
trips to California and had annually made 
a trip to his native home among the Vir- 
ginia mountains. 
Last spring he was 


prostrated with a gastric attack, and for 
some days or weeks he hovered between 
life and death, but he rallied and seemed 
to recover his former vigor. 
For some 


time recently he had been in unusual 
health and gave promise of a complete 
recovery. His death, coming as it did, 
however, may not have been in any de- 
gree consequent upon his feeble health, 
but probably was liable to occur at any 
time, and had no connection with his for- 
mer enfeebled condition. 
It was just 


such an end as may happen to the most 
robust individual, and in the full tide of 
health. 


His death leaves a black that will re- 


main for a long time, and it will be felt 
most keenly by his host of friends 
and 


his bereaved family. 


The funeral will take place at 2 o'clock 


to-morrow afternoon, from St. John's 
church. The Sir Knights of Beaumanoir 
Commandery, No. 9, of which deceased 
was a member, will take charge of the 
remains.

GOWER'S SHAKESPEARE. 


Statue in the Memorial Gardens, Strat- 


ford-on-Avon. 


One of the feature? of Stratford, inter- 


esting to the Shakespeare pilgrim, is 
Lord Ronald Gower's statue of the poet, 
erected la-t summer in the Memorial 
gardens. ThK work is fine in some of 
its details, but not fortunate in all, and 
certainly infelicitous in its composition 
and its side. It consists of a vast pedes- 
tal, on the top of which stands the full 
length bronze figure of Shakespeare, 
while at the four corners of the base ars 
bronze figures of Hamlet, Lady Macbeth, 
Henry V. and Falstaff. These character 
figures are here named in the order of 
their merit. 
Hamlet Is the fulfilment 


of a noble ideal. The face and figure 
are full of misery, yet full of thought. 
The type of man thus embodied would 
be at once recognized anywhere—an im- 
perial, powerful, tender, gracious na- 
ture, completely broken and subjugated 
by hopeless 
grief. 
Lady 
Macbeth, 


though conventional in treatment, does 
Convey the idea of remorse and 
of 


physical attenuation from suffering, and 
likewise the sense of being haunted. 
Henry V. is represented as putting on 
{he crown. The figure is lithe, graceful 
and spiritfd, and the action of it Is nat- 
ural. 
It lack-> royal individuality, how- 


ever, and it might be taken for anybody 
as soon as for Prince Henry. FalstafI 
appears as a type of gros-i, chucklinj 
humor, and almost might be taken for 
Gambrmus or King Beer. The intellect 
and the predominant character of Falstaff 
are not indicated. Thpie. figures are 
dwarfed by the size of the stone they 
surround—a huge pillar, upon which ap- 
propri.uo lines upon Shakespeare, se- 
lected by Mr. Flower, have boon in- 
scribed. The 
statue of Miakespeare 


himself shows a man of solid solf-conss- 
cration anil iron will; an observer, of 
universal % iew and ince^^ant vigilance. 
Tho remarkable feature of this figure is 
the piorcmg look of tue eye--. This is a 
man who 
MWI, ponder-, and records. 


Imagination and sensibility are not 
strongly 
-ufrgested. 
The 
face lacks 


modelling; it is as smooth as a child's 
face—witiiout characterKti; curve or 
wiinklo; perhaps it ^as designed to ex- 
prossanidca of eternal youth. The man 
who had Miakespearr/3 obvious exper- 
ience must have risen far above all that 
this world can do. to bless or to ban a 
human life. This structure, finally, has 
been b.ullv p'-ired. It stands on the

of the Memorial building,

Vpper *" "-mah's Magnetic Rork. 


In a recent report on magnetic rock 


among the hills of Upper liurmah. Dr. 
Noetling describes a mountain or hill at, 
Singaung which consists of a huge mass 
of iron ore. Having noticed on the way 
numerous pieces of iron ore, which be- 
came still more frequent on the south- 
ern side of the hill, an examination was 
made of the latter In various directions, 
and it was found that the surface was 
everywhere covered with huge blocks of 
Iron ore, originating evidently from, the 
superficial decomposition of lowsr bedsi 
leading to the conclusion that the whol* 
hill must consist of a largt mass of tha 
ore. 
Dr. X. was unable, however, to as« 


certain the geological conditions und,ep 
which this ore occurs, or its exact 
' 


or extensions, on account of 
jungle, as well as the tremendous iV 
traction, the latter rendering his com-' 
pass useless. He estimates, however,' 
that the hill covers at least an areft of 
about a. square mile, and that it rises 
about two hundred feet above tho level 
of the Tunings valley. The ore is 
heraatr.e peroxide of iron.—N. V. Snn.

people are idle or are employed at low 
wages their power to consume is lessened 
and this, too, is felt in the trade of the 
corn.ninn;ty, and soon

times, etc. 
At present a very large num- 


ber of our dealers sell principally cheap 
cigars made outside of the state, in the 
tenement houses of Xew York, state 
prisons and fiom the cheap districts else- 
where, thus depriving many of us of em 
ployment and compelling us to compete 
with this cheap work, which, if not 
checked, will have a tendency to still fur- 
ther lower our standard of living. And, as 
our earnings each week pass over the 
polluters of the different business houses 
of our city, in exchange for such articles 
as are necessary to provide for the wants 
and comforts of life, the greater the earn- 
ings the greater will be the exchange 
We therefore respectfully appeal to you 
for } our sympathy and aid m furthering 
the cigar industry in this city, and to 
handle and smoke only such cigars as 
bear the bine label of our organization. 
Every 1000 cigars consumed here but not 
madf here means a loss of at least from 
.?!.> to ?20 to the people in Decatur. 
Hoping you w,ll give this your careful 
eotjsiclenitiop, wo once more respectfully 
but ur.-cntly request the smokers and 
dealer^ :o reciprocate and give us their 
sup;)' rt !iy patronizing home industry 
and to F'ltoke hr.d sell Union made cigars, 
i.e., ibcisst- baring the blue label of the 
C. ."U. I. U. yf A., the onh label for cigars 
now in use.
